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Something quite novel in modern house- 
building has been introduced in the construc- 
tion of a group of houses for ex-Servicemen 
now in course of building at Kingstown. 
The novelty is the mtroduction of a variety 
of coloured concrete blocks, the shades 
utilised being light red, white, blue, blue- 
black and greys. This is a distinct depar- 
ture in concrete construction in Ireland, and 
gives a colour effect at once pleasing and 
unique. 

The scheme is officially known as No. 304, 
and is part of the plan under which the 
Beard of Public Works has undertaken the 
erection of about 1,500 dwellings for ex-Ser- 
vicemen in groups of varying quantities in 
almost every part of Ireland. 

This group is being erected at Library road, 
Kingstown, and consists of twenty-four houses. 
The twelve on the east side are in semi- 
detached blocks of similar types to those in 
the Pembroke scheme illustrated in this page 
on 3lst May last. The twelve houses on the 
west side are being built in three blocks of 
four, designed to correspond with those on 


the other side. Each house has on the 
ground floor a parlour, a living room, which 
contains a dresser, and off which is a scullery, 
with sink, drainer, and washing copper. Off 
the hal! is a coal store and wc. Half-way

view appears below. 


upstairs is a cupboard for clothes, above it | 
a store for boxes, and on the top of the land- 

ing another cupboard. Two large bedrooms 
occupy most of the space on top. There ‘is 
a separate bathroom, with a porcelain enamel 
bath, in each house, which has hot and cold 
water supply throughout. 

Although the type of these houses is similar 
to those erected at Pembroke, the construction 
is entirely different, the walls, which are 
ten inehes thick cavity walls, having an 
inner skin of four inches, and an outer skin 
of three inches, with galvanised banding 
irons. The cavity is continuous throughout 
the walls, and in order to ensure a perfectly 
dry interior it is continued in sills and heads 
of openings. 

In order to depart from the drab appear- 
ance of the ordinary concrete block, and to 
get away from the deadly sameness of internal 
plastering, the blocks forming the outer skin 
have been cast with different coloured facings, 
and to avoid the appearance of even similarity 
of texture, the blocks have been treated by 
hand after removal] from the moulds. 

This is the first time that this system has 
been adopted in Ireland, and the colour 
schemes used have resulted in a pleasing 
break-away from the ordinary monotonous 
type of houses recently erected, and gives an 


| doubtedly enhance. as the walls and tiles 


attractive appearance, which time will un- 
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become weathered. 

The roofs of these houses, bein covered 
with red tiles, together with nan group- 
ing of the different types of houses, complete 
quite a picturesque scheme. 

There is no plaster work throughout the 
building, the internal blocks being cast 
with a smooth sand face, upon which the 
paper is hung direct, the dado to living 
room being formed with glazed blocks. 

The average cost of each house is slightly 
over £600. 

We understand that reinforced concrete 
roads are to be formed on the site.

The method of treatment of coléured blocks 
used in this scheme is that adopted by the 
Director of Housing, Liverpool—Mr. F. E. 
D. Badger, who has erected a large number 
of houses on this principle. 

It. is interesting to note that the Belfast 
Corporation have recently sent two dettuta- 
tions to visit Liverpool’s housing develop- 
ments, so that, although Kingstown is the 
first scheme in Ireland, it may not be very 
long before we have similar schemes in the 
Northern capital.

IRISH SLATE OUARRIES.

This building, begun in the year 1919 and 
completed in 1921, occupies a prominent 
position at the corner of Eden quay and 
Marlborough street, the frontages measuring 
62ft. and 32ft., respectively. The general 
character of the elevation is Georgian with 
Greek feeling in the treatment of the orna- 
mental stone work. The elevations are faced 
in chanelled Ashijan ‘granite from the Bally- 
knocken quarries to the first floor string 
course, and above in Ruabon facing bricks, 
with granite quoins and Portland stone win- 
dow dressings, main cornice, etc. 

The entrance from Eden quay is treated 
with fluted’ Doric columns with carved 
frieze, cornice and pediment im Portland 
stone, and the projecting porch im Marl- 
borough street in a similar manner, but with 
plain pilasters instead of columns. 

The internal accommodation includes—in the 
basement—large kitchen, stores, heating 
chamber, and men’s recreation and dining

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room, On the ground floor, on one side of the 
principal entrance is the Seamen’s church, 
and on the other a large reading and writing 
room, with separate entrance to Marlborough 
street. Both rooms are ormamented with 
Doric pilasters afid handsome cornices in 
plaster work. 

The two upper floors contain officers’ bil- 
liard room, sitting room, bedrooms, and bath 
and lavatory accommodation ; also men’s bed- 
rooms afd separate accommodation for the 
caretaker. 

The architects were Messrs, W. M. Mitchell 
and Sons, 18 South Frederick street, and the 
quantities were taken out by "Mr. J. G. Clay-

The general contractors for the building 
were Messrs. T. and G. Crampton, Ball» 
bridge.

IDEAL HOUSES. 
—_—_¢——— 

Labour-saving houses, which it is claimed 
solve the servan* problem for middle-class 
housewives, have been built on the Holling- 
bury estate at Brighton. Each house has: a 
drawingroom, dimingroom. cloakroom, kitchen, 
and scullery on the ground floor, ene four bed- 
rooms and a bathroom. The only room with 
an ordinary fireplace is the coawingroeam: 
Every other room has electric fires. 

There is a ventilation system in whic h the 
chimney is utilised. and which it is claimed 
abolishes all cooking smells from the kitchen. 
where an electric stove is provided.’ In the 
kitchen there is also a stove for burning house 
refuse, the heat of which provides a constant 
hot water supply. An electric kettle and an 
electric flat-iron are provided, and none of the 
fittings requires polishing. Metal casement 
windows with extending hinges are used, and 
these can be cleaned from inside. thus dis- 
pensing with the window-cleaner. ‘The houses 


are being sold for £1,050 each. 


$7,000,000 ENGINEERING - 
CONTRACT.

Fhe most-sought-after engineering contract 
in the world at the moment—the bridge across 
Sydney harbour—is about. to be placed and a 
neck-and-neck race between British and 
American firms to capture it is in prospect. 
The bridge has been an Austrahan dream for 
more: than forty years, and it hes 
been decided to build a high-level 
bridge. Plans and specifications have 
been sent out, giving contractors a 
ehoice of two designs—one a cantilever bridge, 
and the other an arched bridge, which would, 
it is thought, be somewhat cheaper. Esti- 
mates as to the approximate cost differ widely, 
but the ntimate figure is not expected to fall 
far short of £7,000,000, of which nearly 
£5,000,000 would probably be spent in wages, 

The bridge will eclipse in magnificence the 
Forth and Quebec bridges, for though the 
span—1,600 feet—is slightly shorter than 
either of these the headway above high tide is 
20 feet higher, being 17 feet. Some time ago 
the approaches to tne bridge were begun by 
Australian firms, but there is no concern in 
the Common wealth capable of carrying out the 
whole of the gigantic undertaking, and invita- 
tions to tender have been issued to all the 
world. The first date for replies is November 


The engineering difficulties are not great, for 
the granite piers, which will support the 
bridge, will be built on rock fowndation on 
the opposite shores. It is, therefore, not such 
a speculative undertaking as some large 
bridge building contracts have been in the 
past. At present the residents: of North 
Sydney have to ferry across the harbour. The 
bridge will provide for four lines of railway, 
a roadway 57 feet wide, and two. side walks, 
each 10 feet wide.

The New Parliament. 


‘ The new Oireachtds which assembled 


yesterday is, perhaps, the most fateful 


Parliament that ever has sat in Ireland. 


Its decisions during the next four years 
cannot fail to affect the whole future of 
the Free State. It will adopt policies that 
may be irrevocable, and, if it makes any 
posterity will pay 


serious. mistakes, 


heavily for them. Fortunately, the new 


Dail contains new elements that are likely 
to be a source of strength to a prudent and 
progressive Government, Mr. Cosgrave s 
re-election as head of the Executive Council 
was inevitable. He has given proof, under 
sore trial, of his fitness for leadership. 
To-day the President will nominate the 
members of his Inner Council. It is under- 
stood that he will make little change in 
the personnel of the late Cabinet, but he 
proposes to transfer the burdens of finance 
from his own to other shoulders, His 
choice will be important; for finance will 
be the chief criterion of the Government’s 
Mr. Kevin O Higgins 
is suggested as the new Minister of 
Finance, but most people will think that 
his courage and ability are needed hardly 
less urgently than hitherto in the Ministry 
of Home Affairs. To-day also the Dail 
will appoint the committee which will 
recommend the names of externa] Ministers 
to the House. We hope that the selection 
will be made on no narrow ground of 
politics, but will be governed solely by the 
tests of capacity and experience. The 
committee will have a wide range of 
choice. 

Parliament must approach its tasks 
from the very outset in a spirit of sober 
and anxious responsibility. They are 
different from those which engaged the 
late Parliament, but harsh disillusionment 
is in store for any member who supposes 
that they are less difficult. One issue was 
decided by the events of the last year and 
by the verdict of the elections. The Anglo- 
Irish settlement is safe. The results of 
settlement, however, will be what the 
country will make them, and the 
, making of them lies largely in the 
hands of the present Parliament. The 
Free State contains within her borders, 
in the brains and muscles of her sons 
and in her agricultural and industrial 
resources, al] the elements of prosperity 
and progress. These can be developed 
only in two ways—by hard work and by 
wise legislations We expect wise legisla- 
tion from the new Oireachtas; but before 
it can be wholly free to advance the tasks 
of reconstruction and reform it must deal 
with the dismal legacies of civil war. 
To-day the country is crippled with a war 
debt that has been imposed on it by the 
wicked folly of its own children. The date 
Government was forced to spend huge 
sums on machinery of defence. Living 
from hand to mouth, if was tempted or 
driven to expenditure on a scale that was 
far beyond the country's means. The new

_ The Paris Meeting. 

Mr. Baldwin Junched yesterday with M. 
Poincaré at the latter’s house in the 
Faubourg St. Honoré, and after the meal 
the two Premiers had a téte-d-téte con- 
versation which lasted for an hour and a 
half. The only other person who was 
present at the interview was M. Camer- 
lynck, the famous interpreter. He was 
summoned by telephone from Geneva by 
M. Poincaré, and his presence seems to 
suggest that the conversation was regarded 
as being of the highest importance. After 
the interview the usual colourless 
communiqué was issued by the British 
Embassy in Paris. It states that the 
Premiers exchanged views on the general 
situation, and that while, of course, no 


definite solution could be expected after 
one interview, 


they had succeeded in 
establishing “a common agreement of 
views.” Apparently, Mr. Baldwin has 
decided to remain for another few 
days in Paris, and, now that the 


ice has been broken, a thorough under- 


standing between the two statesmen is 


highly desirable. The situation in Germany 
is becoming more dangerous every day. 


Through the exertion of military and 
economic pressure in the Ruhr Valley the 
German Government has been forced into 
its obligations 
towards the Allies; but there is a grave 
fear that Germany’s capacity te pay any- 
thing to the Allies has been destroyed. The 


Berlin Government has been subsidising 
almost a million workers in the Ruhr Valley 
during the past eight months, and this 
drain on its finances, coupled with the 


virtual stoppage of all industrial activity 
resulted in the 
collapse of the mark to the abysmal 
level of nearly 1,000,000,000 to the 
German currency now 
At the present 
rate of exchange the Berlin Govern- 
ment would need to find no less than 


2,500,000,000,000,000,000 marks in order 
to meet the Allies’ bill for reparations. 


It is quite likely that Germany’s 
passive resistance will come to an end in 
What will happen then? 
Dr. Stresemann may promise all sorts of 
payments, but, with German currency in 
its present state of chaos, he cannot 


possibly hope to “deliver the goods.’’ A 
moral victory in the Ruhr wiil be all very 
well, and, doubtless, Paris will be be- 


flagged in its honour; but there will be 
no reparations until the Allies adopt a 
totally new policy towards their defeated 
foe. Mr. Baldwin is a good business man. 


He knows the effect which the Ruhr affair 


is having on British trade, and he re- 
eognises the need for a final settlement of 
the whole reparations dispute. If he can 
convince M. Poincaré that insistence on 
a fantastic sum will ruin Europe, his visit 
to the Faubourg St. Honoré will not have 
been in vain; but, in the present temper 
of French opinion, it would be foolish to 
indulge in exaggerated hopes.

Home-grown Tobacco. 


Our London Correspondent says that 
British tobacco-growers are awaiting 
anxiously the result of the deliberations of 
the Commission which was appointed some 
time ago to inquire into the cultivation 
of home-grown tobacco. The statement 
must arouse an answering throb in the 
breasts of those who are still hoping 
against hope that their efforts to stimulate 
a similar industry in Southern Ireland 
will bear good fruit. That tebacco can 
be raised successfully in the British Isles 
was proved long ago. The fact that Mr. 
Brandon, the pioneer British tobacco- 
grower, expects to gather a crop of some- 
thing like a thousand pounds per acre 
would seem to be sufficient proof in itself 
that the actual growing of tobacco offers 
no obstacles to success. The production 
of the finished article, however, is more 
costly than in the United States or Turkey, 
and the quality is not so good. Either, 
or both, of these difficulties may be over- 
come in the course of time if the industry 
should become well established; but in 
the meanwhile the home-grown tobacco 
cannot compete with the foreign article 
on the same terms. The whole question 
seems to turn on the amount of artificial 
nourishment that the infant industry re- 
quires, in the opinion of its nurses, before 
it can begin to thrive. Our Irish tobacco- 
growers believe that they are entitled to 
complain of the Government’s lack of 
practical sympathy with their enterprise. 
On the other hand, the authorities declare 
that the Irish tobacco infant's appetite for 
subsidised nourishment is excessive, while 
the chances of its withstanding the in- 
clement airs of the open market-place are 
all too slender. In these circumstances 
the Irish tobacco-growers and the public 
will note with keen interest how British 
tobacco fares at the hands of another 
Government that has vita] reasons to en- 
courage every fresh enterprise which will 
Summon a ray of hope into the leaden 
skies of British agriculture.

The year's statistics show that, in Britain, 
at any rate, lung. trouble is still the 
greatest enemy, with the heart a close 
second and diseases of the nervous and 
sensory system a bad third. The general 
moral of the report seems to be that a 
shilling’s worth of prevention is better 
than a guinea’s worth of cure. .

THE LATE MR. JUSTICE 
POWELL. i

TRIBUTES FROM BENCH AND 
BAR. | 


References were made to the death of Mr. 
Justice Powell at the opening of the Vacation 
sitting of the Lord Chef Justice at the Law 
Courts, Dublin Castle, yesterday. — 

The Lord Chief Justice, on taking his seat 


on the bench, referred to his brother-judge’s 


list I wish, on. behalf 
and myself, to Me gn 

rrow which we : 
ot ‘oar hand and brother, Mr. Justice Powell, 
and I am sure that that sorrow is no less felt 
both by the Bar and the solicitors’ profession. 

Commencing his professional life as a solici- 
tor in Sligo, he soon acquired a large and 
increasing business, but ultimately yielded to 
the advice of his friends, and read for the 
Bar, to which he was called in Michaelmas, 
1894. Of his career at the Bar it is unneces- 
sary for me to speak. You who worked with 
him and beside him know how soon he won 
the esteem and afféction of you all; how 
thoroughly he mastered every case; how 
brilliantly he fought it in Court, and how, 
in the midst of even the most pressing ‘busi- 
ness, he was always willin to help his 
younger brethren in the trials and difficulties 
inseparable from the profession. 

Taking silk in 1905, he at once became @ 
leader at Nisi Prius, and in 1918, after a short 
term as Solicitor-General, he was appointed a 
Judge of the High Court, with the universal 
para and approval of the Bench, the Bar, 
the solicitors’ profession, and the public. On 
the Bench he maintained and enhanced the 
high reputation which he brought to it of 
great knowledge, unwearied industry, innate 
courtesy, and genuine kindliness of heart. No 
litigant who ever had a case heard by him 
would be prepared to deny that his case had 
been fully tried, and most conscientiously and 
ably decided. 

I am glad to see here to-day such a large 
assembly, not only of my brethren of the Bar, 
but also of the solicitors’ profession. He had 
served in it himself, and was devoted to its 
interests, and was always willing, and indeed 
anxious, to acknowledge how much depended 
in a case on the initial work and industry of 
the solicitors engaged in it. The last year 
has been memorable for losses to the Irish 
Bench.. We have had to deplore the deaths 
of Gordon, Cherry, and Gibson, and tc-day 
we have to add to that list of distinguished 
Irishmen the name of our dear brother Powell, 
whose premature and unexpected death has so 
shocked us all. 

Nothing now remains to us but to tender 
See, ó to his widow and relatives our 
deep sympathy in their great Joss. 

+ * * * * 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna said that, on behalf of 
the members of the Bar of Ireland, he would 
like to associate himself with the eloquent 
tribute that his lordship had paid to the late 
Mr. Justice Powell. Continuing, counsel said : 
Judge Powell was deep in the affection of the 
Bar. His lovable qualities attracted and held 
us all as his friends. His death is a personal 
loss to those of us who were associated with 
him at the Bar. As one who was often with 
him, and against him, in practice, I can pay 
him the greatest tribute that can be given to 
a barrister—he was an honourable opponent 
and a loyal colleague. He never soiled his 
hands with any unworthy device to win a 
case, and ‘no thought of self ever prevented 
him from giving of his best to help his col- 
leagues. 

As a judge his constant thought seemed to 
be that knowledge, experience, learning, and 
accomplishment are as nothing unless inspired 
and controlled by patience, judgment, and 
fearless rectitude. In his court, as all know, 
he administered with courtesy a law that was 
stainless, even-handed, and beyond reproach. 
His death is a great loss, not only to us, but 
to the State, whose judge he might have been 
for many years. He loved his work. He 
adorned his position, and he was in the youth 
of his judicia} life. To-day we pay him a sad 
but veritable homage, for he ba left us a 
memory fragrant with kindliness, good deeds, 
and honour” We admired his intellectual 
gifts; we respected his high qualities of 
character, but we loved him for himself. We 
tender to his widow our respectful sympathy. 


Mr. J. E. MacDermott, President of the In- 
corporated Law Society, on behalf of his 
brethren of the solicitors’ profession, asked to 
be associated with the well deserved tributes 
naid to the memory of the late Mr. Justice 
Powell.

The news from Paris concerning the 
meeting to-day between Mr. Baldwin and 
M. Poincaré is very scanty. An official 
communiqué issued in the course of the 
afternoon rather suggests that some very 
important points were under discussion, 
and, since the statement announces that a 
common agreement on views was reached, 
the meeting can be arded as a success. 
It is not unreasonable to suppose that, 
having found a common ground, the two 
Premiers may pursue their researches for 
a solution of difficulties suggested by the 
communiqué. It was carefully pointed 
out here to-day that it was quite im- 
possible to forecast what the two Ministers 
might discuss, or whether they would 
touch on politics at all, Evidently, the 
writer of the statement issued in an 
authoritative quarter was not particularly 
well informed regarding the meeting. The 
same statement anifounces that sir 
William Tyrrell is in Paris in order that 
he may be available in case of need. This 
indicates the Foreign Office as the source 
of the announcement. 


The Spanish King. 


The political upheaval in Spain has 

be plans of the King of Spain to 
pay an autumn visit to this country. He 
intended to have been here during the 
next week-end, and to stay for some days, 
but now it is unlikely that he will be able 


to leave Madrid for some little time. 


The Imperial Conference. 


The representatives of the Dominions 
who are to attend the Imperial Conference 
will begin to arrive in London on Monday, 
when General Smuts, from South Africa, 
and Mr. Warren, from Newfoundland, 
will be in London. The Maharajah Alwar, 
the representative of the Indian Princes, 
and the representatives of British India, 
are already in London. The last visitors 
to arrive will be Mr. Bruce and Senator 
Wilson, from Australia. They are not 
expected before October 4th. Mr, Cos- 
grave is expected to attend the conference, 
accompanied by one, and, perhaps, two, 
members of the Free State Government. 
The Duke of Devonshtre will preside. 


The Delegates’ Entertainment, 


The Dominion representatives and those 
from India wil] all be the guests of the 
Government during their stay in London 
at the principal hotels, and a very in- 
teresting programme of visits has been 
arranged for them during the week-ends. 
During the first. week-end in October a 
visit will be paid to Colonel Ashley, M.P., 
at Brooklands, the old home of Lord 
Palmerston. The next week-end will see 
the representatives the guests of the Duke 
and Duchess of Devonshire at Chatsworth, 
and for the two remaining week-ends in 
October they will go down to Chequers 
as the guests of the Prime Minister. In- 
cluding wives and secretaries, the Govern- 
ment expects to entertain some sixty 
guests. 


Unemployment. 


It is reported to-day that a number of 
Conservative members of the House of 
Commons have returned to London from 
their constituencies, convinced that the 
Government must take more definite steps 
with regard to unemployment before the 
wintér is upon us. One of these members 
has warned the Government Whips that, 
if the Government does not wake up on 
this occasion, it will lose elections during 
the winter. The Government certainly is 
doing a great amount of work in this con- 
nection; but for some reason or other 
very few people know exactly what is 
being done, ana yt would be as well if the 
Prime Minister saw to it that his plans 
were more widely published. It is a very 
serious state of things to learn that in 
Jarrow only seven thousand people out of 
a population of thirty-five thousand are 
earning anything, while in Maiddles- 
borough twenty thousand men are taking 
the dole. In Birmingham there are fifty 
thousand men in the same plight. 


Undesirables. 


The Star to-night remarks that there is 
virtually no challenge on passengers from 
Ireland to this country, and there is reason 
to believe that, owing to the eagerness of 
the Irish authorities to attract tourists 
from abroad, there is not the same strict- 
ness in respect to admission into Ireland 
as there is here. The result is that any 
undesirable who is able to masquerade in 
Ireland as a “ttourist ” can slip over to 
this side and have the run of the country. 
This explains the presence here of some 
American confidence tricksters, who would 
otherwise have been turned back, had they 
presented themselves at the recognised 
ports. It will be necessary to have an 
understanding with the Free State in- 
volving uniformity of treatment in regard 
to undesirable persons and banned articles, 
such as “ dope.’ 


Danish Bacon. 


The wholesale bacon trade, which has 
been inconvenienced by the Irish strike, 
is now threatened with trouble from 
another direction. Labour disputes in the 
slaughter-houses of Denmark are develop- 


ing, and a stoppage of work is not unlikely. 


The shortage of Irish bacon has resulted 
in a greatly increased demand for the 
Danish product, and imports have risen to 
2,260,937 cwts. for the first eight months 
of the year, compared with 1,531,055 cwts. 
for the same period of 1922. More than 
half the total quantity of bacon imported 
into this country this year has come from 
Denmark, and the possible stoppage of the 
supplies is having a disturbing effect upon 
the London market. 


Home-Grown Tobacco. 


Tobacco-growers in England are some- 
what anxiously awaiting the results of the 
deliberations of the Commission now i”- 
quiring into the cultivation of home-grown 
tobacco, and with it the important ques- 
tion of a duty. Mr. Arthur Brandon, who 
is the pioneer of tobacco-growing in Eng- 
land, thinks that he will get a crop of 
something like one thousand pounds per 
acre from his twenty-three acre plantations 
in Hampshire. The heavy costs attending 
the production, however, prevents any 
profit on the cultivation; but, if the duty 
were taken off, the home consumer wonld 
soon reap the benefit of a chean smoke, 
and the production probably would increase 
until the industry became self-supporting. 
Such an increase would provide work for 
thousands, and consequently it is hoped 
that the Commission will report in favour 
of the reduction of the duty or a complete 
removal,

After that there was no incident, so the 
platoon of reporters and camera-men who had 
foregathered im Kildare street in search of 
“sensations ” went empty away. One passed 

to the grounds thanking Providence-that the 
brand of romantic Ireland to which wé used to 
be treated a year or so ago is dead and gone, 
and that at last the National Parliament has 
begun to discard its more explosive 
traditions. 

Inside the Chamber, too, one marked a 
change. Gone for ever are the hectic days 
of Earlsfort terrace, when burly deputies 
used to smoke their cutty pipes with bucolic 
complacency what time political leaders raved 
and ranted, and a sorely harassed Ceann 
(Comhairle tinkled a futile bell in a hopeless 
eflort to preserve a semblance of order. 

Now the Dail is an eminently respectable 
assembly. It is true that members have not 
yet reached the silk hat stage, and that one 
gentleman turned up in riding breeches, com- 
plete with leggings; but the old “ through 
other” appearance has disappeared, and 
everything, from the glass of water on the 
Speaker's table to the brand new uniforms 
which are worn by the officials of the 
Sergi ant-at-Arms, bears the hall-mark of a 
grownig efficiency. 


A BAD HABIT. 

The habit of umpunctulity, however, seems 
to be dying very hard. At three o’clock yes- 
terday only a handful of members was in the 
Chamber, and it was fully fifteen minutes 
later before the session -began. 

One was interested in. all the new faces. 
There were many on the Government benches, 
but their names were unknown to most of 
us. In the centre block of seats Captain 
Redmond, Major Cooper, and Major Myles sat 
one behind the other, and in théir close 
vicinity were Messrs, John Good and Hewat. 
Mr. Thomas Johnson’s reappearance in his old 
seat was a pleasant surprise. He looked 
remarkably well, and his friend were glad to 
see him restored to health. 

None of the Republicans put in an ap- 
pearance, and one wondered where they 
would have been accommodated if they had 
arrived; for, although there was not quite a 
full attendance, even without them the 
Chamber was pretty well filled. Anticipating 
their abstention, however, the Labour Party 
has taken possession of the extreme Right, 
with the Farmers uncomfortably close to 
them—in order, possibly, that Messrs. Gorey 
and Johnson may be able to exchange 
pleasantries the more easily. Among the 
Farmers yesterday was Mr. Darrell Figgis. He 
seemed to have deserted his fellow-Indepen- 
cents, who oceupied the block of benches be- 
we n the Farmers and the Government, and 
have the best position in the House from the 
speakers point of view, Alderman Byrne 
was the only one of them who had anything 
‘o say for himself yesterday, but there is a 
great deal of debating talent on those centre 
venches, and the standard of speeches in the 
‘ourth Dail should be of a high order. 

THE BUSINESS. 

Shortly after three o’clock the Clerk to the 
Dail—the chair being still vacant—read in 
Irish and in English the proclamation conven- 
‘ig the Dail, and the names of the Deputies 
‘hat have been returned at the election. The 
iext business was the election of the Ceann 
Comhairle (or Speaker). Mr. Cosgrave pro- 
posed the election of Professor Hayes, and 
the motion having’ been ed unanimously 
the Speaker took the chair. Then followed the 
erection of Mr. Cosgrave as President of the 
Exes utive Council.

ELECTION OF SPEAKER. 
TRIBUTES TO MR. HAYES. 


The first business in the Dail was the elec- 
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Mr. Thomas Johnson (Labour, Dublin 
County) seconded the motion. He said that 
on the closing days of the last Dail he had 
said that it would be impossible to get a more 
ng speaker; that it would be very difh- 
cult indeed to get one who would equal him. 
Nothing that had happened in the meantime 
altered that opinion, and he thought 
he might, without very many words, 
advise mew Deputies to follow the 
advice of those who had gone through the 
last Dail, and support this motion unani- 
mously, not in the Speaker’s interest, but in 
their own.

SPEAKER TAKES THE CHAIR. 
_Mr. Hayes having taken the Chair, spoke 
first in the Irish j Senenih Continuing in 
English he said that he was deeply sensible 
of the honour that the deputies had con- 
ferred on him by electing him Ceann Com- 
hairle of the Dail. He did not think that 
there was any need íor him to say more, 
except that he would do his best to fulfil 
the duties of that office, and if he received, 
as he was confident he should receive, from 
every party and deputy in the Dail the same 
Joyal cooperation, then his task would not 
be by any means a heavy one. He thanked 
the deputies very sincerely. 

The Speaker then intimated to the House 
that he would receive nominations for the 
Presidency of the Executive Council. 


ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

General Mulcahy, Minister of Defence, pro- 
posed the election of Mr. Wm. J. Cosgrave 
as President. He recalled the state of things 
in Ireland when less than twelve months ago, 
the deputies found themselves face to face 
with a situation of great strees and sorrow, 
having to elect from among themselves a 
man who would shoulder the responsibility 
of Government. They had then lost two 
leaders—Arthur Griffith and Michael Collins— 
aud they wanted some man of strength of 
character to take their place. Mr. Cosgrave 
had been known to them for many years, as 
@ man who had rendered good service in 
other ise and they thought of him asa 
man who was fit to fill the place of their 
fost leaders. Since he was elected President 

year everyone had seen how he had 
acted. He had been a source of great help 
to him (General Mulcahy) in the discharge 
of his duties. :. 

It was a matter of great gratification to his 
colleagues and to the Irish people generally 
to know that wherever the President went on 
the Continent, whether among statesmen or 
churchmen, or the ordinary people of the 
nations through which he had travelled, they 
were struck with his simple dignity of manner, 
es well as by the way in which he acquitted 
himself of his duties, (Hear, hear.) Now, on 
the threshold of another period of national 
life, in peculiar difficulties, they could re- 
joice that they had a man whom they could 
recommend . to the House as . eminently 
qualified to be their President for another 
period. (Applause.) 

Professor Magennis seconded the motion. 
He said that he was thoroughly convinced 
that the position of President was one for 
which Mr. Cosgrave was fitted. In the 
past Mr. Cosgrave had ruled the Dail with 
such perfect efficiency and complete satisfac- 
tion that every party in the House would feel 
it a dereliction of duty were they not to 
acclaim him as President. He had all the 
qualifications for leadership—a knowledge of 
human nature, a suavity of manner, a manly 
character, and a great fund of patience. A 
great deal of the success of leadership in the 
House depended upon a capacity for patience, 
and Mr. Cosgrave had displayed that quality, 
which unfortunately was wanting in too many 
Irishmen. 

Some Irishmen seemed to regard every one 
who was opposed to them as an enemy to be 
dealt with in summary fashion. Mr. Cosgrave 
was not of that class; he had a proper sense 
of compromige, not in a cowardly for:n of weak 
concession, but in the wiser form, which was 
a sort of political navigation of the ship in 
tempestuous weather. 

When the motion was put from the chair 
it was received with applause, all the mem- 
bers upstanding, with the exception of the 
Labour Party. 


THE PRESIDENT’S THANKS. 

President Cosgrave, who was received with 
applause when he arose to speak, said that 
he had much pleasure in acknowledging the 

reat honour that had been conferred on him 
“ that House. He did not think that in the 
ordinary expectation of their procedure there 
it was assumed that he should make any pro- 
nouncement now. He did undertake to dis- 
charge the duties of that office, with the help 
of God, to the best of his ability. He had 
given that undertaking last year, and he was 
repeating it this year. 

On more than one occasion he had stated 
that the success of most offices of the State, 
and not least that of President, depended 
upon the amount of assistance and co-opera- 
tion rendered by the other institutions of the 
State. During the t year he had had no 
cause of complaint in that respect. He had 
received that co-operation, and the otner 
members of the Executive Council with him 
had received that co-operation and assistance 
from all the institutions of the State, and 
from both Houses of the Oireachtas, They 
had been very much heartened by the support 
and cordial co-operation and assistance given 

It had made a year of hard work and 

pleasure. It had given great satis- 

faction to them, and he hoped that more 
satisfaction awaited them in the new Dail. 

The general principles of the policy which 
he intended to recommend for acceptance, in 
the first place to the Executive Council, and 
to the Dail, had already been outlined, and 
within a short period complete details would 
be di in the Dail. They had 
through a strenuous and a hard time, and he 
hoped that a happier time awaited them.

The swearing-in of forty members of the 
Dail was concluded yesterday before two 
o'clock in the afternoon. All the 109 mem- 
bers who were elected as supporters of the 
Treaty now have made the necessary declara- 
tion of allegiance to the Saorstat, with the 
exception of Dr. Eoin MacNeill, one of the 
members for Clare; Mr. Richard Hayes, 
Limerick, and Mr. Sean MacCurtin, one of the 
members for Tipperary, who is at present 
ts a term of imprisonment in Aber- 
deen for having been found in possession of 
arms in the Northern Ireland area. 

There are now two vacancies in the House, 
one being in South Dublin sages sore fe for 
which Speaker Hayes had been elected, and 
the other one of the seats for the National 
University, for which Dr. MacNeill, member 
for Clare, was elected. Mr. Hayes has chosen 
to hold his seat for the University, and Dr. 
MacNeill will remain member for. Clare, and 
leave his seat for the University to someone 
else, who will be elected in due course. No 
candidate has yet been selected for either of 
the two vacancies—Dublin South and the Na- 
tional University. : 

No small degree of public curiosity has been 
manifested as to the 
official Film Censor, which ‘has been created 
under an Act that was passed on the 16th of 
July last. The Act provides that the official 
censor of films may sue and be sued. 
There will be established a pa ancy ; of 
Films Appeal Board, consisting of nine Com- 
missioners, of whom one shall be chairman, 
and the members of that Board shall hold 
office for five years from the date of their 
appointment, and be eligible for re-appoint- 
ment. No person having any interest, direct 
or indirect, in any company or undertaking 
having for its object the exhibition of cine- 
matograph pictures, or such like, for profit, 
can be a member of the Appeal Board. The 
Act also oe for the appointment of 
persons’ to be officers of the official censor and 
of the Appeal Board, respectively, of the 
number that the Minister considers necessary ; 
and these officers, like the official censor, shall 
hold office upon such terms as the Minister 
for the time being may sanction. 

It is expected that the appointment will be 
made without much further delay. 


THE BOUNDARY. . 

The attitude of the Government in 
regard to the question of the boundary 
between the twenty-six counties and 
the area under the Government. of 
Northern Ireland is exercising the minds 
of certain politicians. When will the 
British Government appoint their representa- 
tive on the Commission? he Saorstat 
Government have nominated Dr. Eoin Mac- 
Neill, an Ulster man, as their representative. 

When asked whether, in view of what had 
happened at Geneva the other day, if the 
British Government did not act in the matter, 
the subject would be brought before the 
League of Nations, Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, 
Minister for External Affairs, replied that the 
— did not arise, as he had no doubt 
that the British Government would imple- 
ment their part of the Treaty. 

THE CANAL COMMISSION. 

It was stated in the Zrish Times yesterday 
that the Canal Commission, which was ap- 
pointed some time ago, and which had heard 
evidence, has not yet reported. This is not 
altogether correct. The Canal Commission 
sent its report to the Government the day 
before the late Dail was dissolved. It is, 
however, correct to say that the report has 
not yet been published. It. was officially 
stated yesterday that the report is in the 
hands of the printers, and will probably be 
available to-the public next week. 

The Minister of Industry and Commerce 
has sent to the members of the Commission a 
letter expressing deep appreciation of their 
labours. ‘‘The report which the Commission 
has prepared,’’ the letter states, “is one of 
the most considered and. exhaustive reports 
which has ever resulted from the inquiries of 
any Irish Commission, and it will be, no 
doubt, regarded as a final and definitive ex- 
amination into the inland waterways system 
of the country.” ; 

THE FARMERS’ LEADER. 

Several meetings have been held by. the 
Farmers’ Party of the Dail within the past 
few days, but. so far no chairman or Parlia- 
mentary leader has been appointed. It 
18 suggested that some internal 
differences have. developed, which are 
a, tea either for an unwillingness or an 
inability on the part of members to agree to 
the choice of a leader. 

A further meeting of the party will be held 
to-day. 

LABOUR APPOINTMENTS. 

The Labour Party in the Dail yesterday 
selected Mr. Thomas Johnson as Chairman, 
Mr. T. J. O'Connell as Secretary, and Messrs. 
Daniel Morrissey (Tipperary) and Thomas 
Nagle (North Cork) as Party Whips. 

During the past fortnight the heads of the 
Republican organisation have been endeavour- 
ing to establish the old Sinn Fein Clubs 
throughout the country. Already, it is said, 
150 clubs have been organised, in preparation 
for the Ard-Fheis, which the Sinn Fein head- 
quarters. say will meet in Dublin on 16th 
October. The re-casting of Parliamentary 
constituencies has necessitated the amending 
of the old constitution of Sinn Fein, which 
the Republican Party has now adopted for its 
own. Formerly there was a County Com- 
mittee, or Comhairle Ceanntair, of Sinn Fein 
for each constituency, to which County Com- 
mittee the various clubs were affiliated, and to 
which they elected delegates periodically.

SPEED AND PROGRESS. 


Hotel, Belfast, at one o'clock; at 4.15 I was 
having a cup of tea in Manchester, ‘ and 


audience at the New Theatre, London, watch- 
ing Miss Sybil Thorndike in “ Cymbeline.” 

This experience illustrates the possibilities 
of the new Air Mail Service from Plymouth 
to Belfast, which has been inaugurated by the 
Air Ministry and the De Havilland Company. 
It might have been more spectacular if Í had 
commenced my flight from Plymouth to-day 
instead of on Monday, when we were driven 
back to Manchester 4 a violent gale. Here 
are the actual times of the flights made to-day 
by the De Havilland machines :— 

Plymouth—Departure 6.30. 

Manchester—Arrived 9.15, departed 10.5. 

Belfast—Arrived 1.0, departed 2.15. 

Manchester—Arrived 4.10. ; 

This gave me plenty of time to drive by 
motor car from the aerodrome to the Midland 
‘Station at Manchester to catch the 4.35 train, 
arriving in London at 8.35. 

If the Daimler air route to London had been 
running and the stops at Manchester and 
Belfast. reduced to a minimum I could have 
covered the 850-mile journey in nine and a 
half hours, as the following time table will 
show — — 

Plymouth—Departure 6.30 a.m. 

Manchester—Arrive 9.15 a.m., 
9.20 a.m. ' 

Belfast—Arrive 12.15 p.m., departure 12.45

London—<Arrive 4.0 p.m. 

This would have worked out at an average 
of 90 miles an hour. As it was. deducting 
stopping time, a passenger who did the last 
stage of the journey to London by train 
would have covered the whole distance at 70 
miles an hour. ' 

AN AIR RACE. 

The outstanding feature of to-day’s flight 
from Belfast back to Manchester was the ex- 
citing race between Mr. A. J. Cobham and 
Captain Hope, which was won by the latter 
by nine minutes. . 

Captain Hope did the Manchester to Bel- 
fast stage of the inward trip in three hours, 
arriving at 1 o'clock, He had had-a hasty 
meal at the aerodrome, where the sergeant in 
charge of the guard of “ Specials’’ found him 
some eggs and bacon, and he was ready to 
start when our party, including the Mayor of 
Plymouth, his brother-in-law, Major Blake, 
Alan J. Cobham, and myself, arrived in the 
car kindly put at our disposal by the Lord 
Mayor of Belfast. 

á left the Mayoral party, who travelled 
back with Cobham in ithe D.H. 50, and joined 
Captain Hope in the D.H. 9, which, if not so 
elaborately fitted as the newer machine, is a 
very comfortable ‘‘ “bus.” 

We took off two minutes after the D.H. 50, 
and kept them company from the aerodrome 
as far as the North Channel. Cobham made 
inland on reaching Scotland, while we kept 
on the coast, flying at about 1.000 feet in 
order to keep under the clouds, which hid 
the sun from view for the remainder of the 
journey. We made inland at Morecambe, 
aud found that we had to negotiate thick 
cleuds and a cross wind of about 30 miles an 
hour. By skilful airmanship Captain Hope 
landed in the aerodrome at Manchester at 
4.10—seven minutes ahead of Cobham, who 
had a heavier machine, capable of doing 
seven or eight miles an hour more than our 
D.H. 9. The air race, however, was but an 
incident, and in no way affects the serious 
problem of the air mail service, which the 
Air Ministry and the De Havilland Company 
are desirous of demonstrating to be a 
practical and commercial proposition. 

My experience, after three crowded days 


the air services, has convinced me of its 
practical possibilities, and, as soon as the 
fect is realised that it is not a ‘‘ stunt” 
affair, but a serious effort to promote com- 
mercial flying, business men will, no doubt, 
utilise it for the transport of mails .nd 
goods, 
NEW FACTORS. 

The actual flying tests disclosed a few 
new factors, but the defects are easily 
remedied. The flying work is magnificent, 
but the ground organisation wants a little 
more speeding up and co-ordinating. That 
will ‘be easily accomplished. The chief de- 
fect is in the matter of weather reports to 
Manchester for the last lap to Belfast. 

It will be an easy matter for the aerodrome 
officials at Manchester to obtain reports of 
the actual weather at the coastguard station 
near Whitehaven, at Carlisle, at: Stranraer, 
and at Belfast, a few minutes before the 
Manchester machine lands. This will enable 
the pilots to determine the route they should 
take, without any fear of running into bad 
weather that could be avoided. [I believe that 
the matter is already being taken in hand by 
the authorities. 

The problem of an aerodrome at Belfast is 
another serious proposition. The Aldergrove 
aerodrome at Antrim is 18 miles out of Bel- 
fast, and, although an admirable one, is too 
remote from the city for both passengers 
and mails. A new site is under consideration. 
The Lord "ig of Belfast gave a sympathetic 
hearing to the proposal that Balmoral show 
grounds should be utilised until a permanent 
aerodrome could be established. 

Perhaps, Belfast will rise to the occasion, as 
Piymouth has done in this matter, and pro- 
vide a permanent aerodrome near the town. 
The Plymouth Council have rented the polo 
ground at Crownhill—an ideal spot a few miles 
out of Plymouth—which they. are prepared 
to purchase and equip, once the service is 
permanently established. 

The Mayor of Plymouth, Mr. S. Stephens, 
is doing all he can to further the scheme, and 
his enthusiasm has been reciprocated by Bel- 
fast, as was plainly evidenced at the little 
dinner party given by the Lord Mayor. of 
Belfast to our party, and to-night he con- 
tinued his pioneer work by interviewing the 
Lord Mayor of Manchester. 

The co-operation of the Free State in the 
scheme would, I believe, be welcomed by the 
British Air Ministry. It would mean the 
saving of at least a day in the receipt of the 
American mail from Plymouth—possibly two. 


A STORMY TRIP 


ON THE D.H. 50. 


(From Mason Braxe.) 


MANCHESTER, Wednesday. 

A wonderful trip from Belfast to Manchester 
was made to-day by two machines of the De 
Haviland Service, who are responsible for 
the running of the experimental mail service 
between Plymouth and Belfast. Two machines, 
a D.H. 50 and D.H. 9, left Belfast together, 
the former piloted by Mr. Alan Cobham, and 
the other by Captain Hope. Mr. Cobham 
carried the Mayor of Plymouth, who had made 
the journey from Plymouth to Belfast on the 
same machine yesterday ; the Mayor a brother- 
in-law and myself, whilst Mr. Arthur Webb, 
the Irish Times representative, accompanied 
Captain Hope. 

he D.H. 9 cut straight over the sea from 
Ireland to Lancashire, and did the journey in 
1 hour 55 minutes, whilst we‘took the safer 
route, along the coast, and accomplished the 
trip in 2 hours 5 minutes. 

tt was raining slightly, and the sky was 
full of heavy clouds, when we left Alder- 
grove Aerodrome, but as the chief necessity 
for a mail service is regularity, the flight 
had to be carried ‘out. 

Leaving Belfast. the machine was being 
bumped all over the place. One violent bump 
brought the plane up with a jerk, throwing 
the water bottle in the cabin out of its socket 
and jolting the passengers’ heads against the 
ceiling. Over the Irish Sea we were unable

REMARKABLE REPORT, 
— ó 
CAUSES OF PREMATURE 
MORTALITY. 
eS 


An exhaustive review of the health of the 
nation is given by Sir George Newman, Chief 
Medical Officer of the British Ministry of 
Health, in his annual report for 1922. 

It deals with almost all the ills to which 
man is heir, and, emphasising the obligation 
upon the individual to cultivate his own 
health, points out that, while the progress of 
preventive medicine depends..in an extra- 
ordinary degree on the education of the com- 
munity, something. more ig necessary—yiz., 
the adequate education of the medical pro- 
fession. With this object the General Medical 
Council last year revised the ordinary medica] 
curriculum, so that the attention of the 
student should be directed more to the im- 
portance of preventive medicine. 

With attention arrested by the ravages of 
great diseases like smallpox, influenza, cancer, 
and tuberculosis, we are liable to overlook the 
chief contribution. to premature mortality— 
minor and incipient forms of sickness, which, 
Sir George says, lay the foundations of major 
diseases. It is not easy to over-estimate the 
harvest of sickness and death directly attribut- 
able to the neglect of such maladies as dental 
caries, oral sepsis, habitual constipation, 
neglected colds, dyspepsia, measles, or dis- 
charging ears. We seem to shut the main 
gates of the city against a common enemy, 
but to leave open a dozen doors by which he 
may enter. 

ecording a marked decline in respiratory 
tuberculosis, the report shows that in 1847 
the death rate was 3,189 per million; in 1922 
it was 822. e gross expenditure on direct 
measures against tuberculosis during the past 
ten years have averaged less than one shilling 
per annum. “This expenditure, Sir George 
says, is not wasted. We are already defeating 
the disease. 

The death-rate from cancer, on the ather 
hand, has shown a. disturbing and almost 
continuous rise in the rate per million. In 
1838 it was 1735, in 1921 it was 1,215, but 
the report says that part of the increase is 
due to greater accuracy of record and 
diagnosis, although a substantial proportion 
of it is an actual increase. 

The death-rate per thousand for the six 
principal “ killing diseases ” are :—Respira- 
tory, 181; heart and circulation, 157; nervous 
and sense organs, 101; cancer, 96; tuber- 
culosis, 88; and alimentary, 52. 


BRITISH ASSOCIATION.

The concluding meeting of the British 
Association was held yesterday in Liverpool. 

In the Economic Section, Mr. John J. 
Clarke, lecturer in Civic Law at the Liverpool 
University, spoke of the need of clearing away 
slum areas and of providing decent houses for 
the working classes. He said that the local 
authorities should be urged to complete their 
building programmes, and that the Govera- 
ment should undertake as much work as pos- 
sible. All those men between the ages of 18 
and 25 who had done no work, say, for twelve 
months, and could give no evidence of any 
prospect of work, should be recruited into the 
Royal Engineers to constitute housing bat- 
talions on the lines of the dockers’ battalions 
created during the war. 

In order to prevent any .question arising 
with trade unionists, the members of the 
housing battalions, while on service, would 
be paid at the trade union rate. The Govern- 
ment should commandeer materials when 
necessary.

FREE STATE GRANT. 


The Free State Government’ Publicity De- 
partment issues the following :— 

“The Minister for Local Government has 
announced that a sum of £100,000 is now 
immediately available by way of advance from 
the Road Fund for the improvement of trunk 
roads. The grant has been apportioned 
amongst the several counties and county 
boroughs, and the county surveyors are being 
requested to submit proposals forthwith. In 
order that the grant may be put to the best 
advantage, the work is to be restricted to the 
improvement of the main arteries of the 
country, and an essential condition is that, as 
far as possible, preference in employment must 
be given to demobilised men from the Na- 
tional Army. ‘The ordinary work of mainten- 
ance must, of course, proceed at the same time,

available.” 


THE PRINCE OF WALES. 


RUMOURED ACCIDENT IN 
CANADA, 


Rumours were in circulation in London last 
evening that the Prince of Wales had met 
with an accident. 

In reply to an inquiry by telephone at 
Balmoral Castle last night, Lord Stamford- 
ham said :—' We have heard the report from 
London, but we have no information to that 
effect.” 

The Prince of Wales is at present on his 
ranch in Alberta. 


FIUME QUESTION. 


Reuter’s Agency understands that conversa- 
tions on the Fiume question will probably be 
resumed in the immediate future at Geneva, 
by Signor “Salandra, on behalf of Italy, and 
M. Ninchitch, the Jugo-Slav Foreign Minister. 

It is understood that, pending the result of 
the negotiations, the Jugo-Slav Government 
will refrain from taking anything in the 
nature of international action in the. dispute 
with Italy. 

Those in close touch with Jugo-Slav affairs are 
not unduly optimistic regarding the possibility 
of the successful issue of the direct conversa- 
tions, but great hope is expressed that it may 
be possible to find a way -out of. the present 
impasse. . Only in the event of a complete 
deadlock is-it likely that Jugo-Slavia will 
appeal to the League of Nations.

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INDIAN NATIONAL 


CONGRESS. 


DISCUSSION ON KENYA 
DECISION, 


INDEPENDENCE MOTION 
DEFEATED,

DELHI, Wednesday. 

The polling in Congress yesterday on the 
resolution in. favour .of boycotting goods, from 
the British Empire as a protest against the 
Kenya decision was 640 for and 221 against. 
To-day. Congress discussed the Kenya deci- 
sion, atid rejected by 264 to 207 the resolu- 
tion suggesting the declaration of independence 
independently of the British connection as a 
national goal, in spite of its being supported 
by the Indian delegates to the Kenya Con- 
ference in London. 

However, is passed an amendment urging 
the redoubling of efforts to shake off subjec- 
tion and to help the Kenya Indians in a 
practical programme of resistance. 

In acting thus Congress has repudiated a 
resolution fathered by its Executive. 

In the course of the discussion, Muhammad 
Ali. Mr. Gandhi's chief lieutenant, charac- 
terised the resolution as petulant. and childish 
in face of the present divisions of the country, 
and its unpreparedness for attaining independ- 
ence. Their eixsting creed, he contended, 
embraced independence both within and with- 
out, the Empire, and they should make their 
choice when the time arrived. 


HINDU-MOSLEM. RELATIONS. 


The Congress Sub-Committee on Hindu- 
Moslem relations, after protracted delibera- 
tions, has unanimously agreed to recommend 
the formation of a Congress of Hindu-Moslem 
Guards to protect the community in general 
against riots. It is stated, however, that in 
view of the strained relations prevailing, the 
Committee would not urge the abolition of 
the Communal Guards which have sprung up 
recently. Tha Committee, meanwhile, ex- 
pressed the hope that these will disappear 
when the people are assured of the capacity 
of the Congress Guards to maintain the 
peace. 

In the same way the Committee could not 
come to any agreement regarding the re- 
calling of the respective religious workers 
who are busying themselves about the 
efforts made to re-convert the Malkana 
Rajputs to Hinduism. It has, however, ap- 
pointed a Committee to inquire into corrupt 
practices arising from the re-conversion move- 
ment and to condemn offenders. 

The feeling exists that these measnres put 
forward by the Committee are palliatives 
rather than remedies.—(Press Association’s 
Special Correspondent.)

Commenting editorially upon the meeting 
yesterday of the Parliament of Southern Ire- 
land, Zhe Times remarks:—Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Government is in a difficult position, which 
will tax its political ability to the utmost.

The new 
Land Act is, on the whole, a statesmanlike 
measure, but the compulsory clauses, passed 
apparently almost by inadvertence, are caus- 
ing some anxiety. In a country where land 
hunger is congenital, any risk of insecurity 
ives a handle to the agitator. Probably Mr. 

osgrave will be wise to consider the ad- 
visability of an amending Act. The emigra- 
tion question in Ireland, as elsewhere, has 
been complicated by the changed policy of the 
United States, The population of Ireland 
fis increasing, and the United States, 
so long the land of romise for 
Irishmen and women who could not make a 
living at home, no longer keeps open house. 
Is it too much to hope that one of the fruits 
of the Anglo-Irish Treaty may be that the 
surpius population of: Southern Ireland will 
find a home in one of the other free States of 
the Commonwealth? 

Friends of Ireland cannot fail to realise that 
tu-day she staads at the parting of the ways. 
Southern Ireland has received a gift of free- 
dom wider and more comprehensive than any 
measure of independence claimed by her sons 
in all the bitter controversies maintained since 
the Union was consummated four generations 
azo. Will she accept the gift as a final 
scttlement, or only as a payment on account? 
Does she regard the Treaty as an honourable 
conclusion to seven centuries of discerd, or 
as a stepping-stone towards absolute separa- 
tion? We do not know her answer to these 
grave questions. We do know, however, 
that England has said her last word. 
Southern Ireland is as free to live her own 
life and to work out her own destiny as any 
| other part of the British Commonwealth of 
nations. Beyond that we cannot and we will 
not go. 


THE MEETING 
PREMIERS, 


The meeting of Mr. Baldwin with M. 
Poincaré has a good Press to-day, states 7'he 
Times Paris Correspondent in a message last 
night. Everyone is pleased that it should 
take place, and everybody hopes that “' some- 
thing may come of it,” though the wiser 
organs warn their readers not to expect 
miracles.

roach of the end of passive resistance in the 
Ruhr. Nor can there be any doubt that the 
attitude of French people towards England 
is at the moment far less embittered than it 
has been on only too many occasions in the 
past, but it need hardly be said that for all 
the importance which the French Government 
attaches, and has attached throughout, to the 
cessation of passive resistance, the real pro- 
blem—namely, that of reparations—remains 
to be dealt with. 


REFORMS IN SPAIN,

M. Poincaré lunched with Mr. Baldwin at 
the British Embassy to-day. After lunch the 
two Premiers had a long talk together which 
lasted from two o'clock to half-past four 
o'clock, and at which the only other person 
present was M. Camerlynck, the official inter- 


preter. 

The two Ministers had decided that nothing 
should be revealed of their conversation 
beyond a brief communiqué in the following 
terins :— 

“A meeting of the Prime Ministers of 
France and Great Britain took place this 
afternoon, of which they took advantage to 
proceed to an exchange of views on the 
general political situation. It is not to be 
expected that in the course of one meeting M. 
Poincaré and Mr. Baldwin were able to settle 
upon any definite solution, but they were 
happy to establish a common agreement on 
vie, and to discover that on no question 
is there any difference of purposé or diver- 
gence of principle, which might impair the co- 
operation of the two countries, upon which 
depends so much the settlement and peace 
of the world.”’ 

Brief as this statement may be, it may be 
said at once that it is more definite and more 
satisfactory than anything expected here. 
Agreement in purpose and principle has been 
stated time and again from the British ‘side, 
though there still may remain an equal dis- 
agreement upon methods. Nevertheless, at a 
time when an open rupture between the two 
countries has been talked of in public dis- 
cussions for weeks, the reaffirmation of the 
necessity for co-operation will be welcomed 
here. Such a reaffirmation comes at a 
moment when Germany has not yet decided to 
vield, and it removes any bhadow of hope 
that England will support her against France. 

Questions of method obviously remain. One 
of the questions first to be settled is the 
method of deahing with the German pro- 
posals that must follow her definite surrender. 
Another is the régime that is to be substituted 
in the Rubr for the present occupation, If 
they were discussed to-day it is likely that M. 
Poincaré will have been found a good deal 
less unyielding than has been supposed from 
some of his public statements. 

In any reopening of negotiations, I was 
told to-day, it is likely that the interpreta- 
tion of his Note of June 2 will show him to 
be much less remote from the British point of 
view than was thought a month ago.

Baldwin desired to indicate that he intended 
to renew between the two Governments the re- 
lations of confident collaboration that the op- 
position of British official circles to the 
occupation of the Ruhr had momentarily in- 
verrupted. 

It would, without doubt, be rash to in- 
terpret this preoccupation as an indication 
that the head of the British Cabinet intends 
shortly to move in the direction of taking 
‘‘ methods of action’’ in regard to Germany. 

In the view of many of our Allies who are 

concerned with the political, financial, or com- 
mercial aspects of the question, the occupatiom 
of the Ruhr does not pay. It is, besides, more 
easy for M. Poincaré than for anybody else 
to demonstrate to them that Germany has 
wasted more gold marks to maintain passive 
resistance than she would have had to pay to 
fulfil her reparations obligations, that the 
Franco-Belgian exploitation of the West- 
phalian Basin and of the Rhine territories is 
every day more productive; and, finally, that 
decisive political results may be counted upon 
by this means of pressure at that not distant 
day when Germany, conquered anew on 
economic territory, must accept a definite 
settlement without risks of her reparation 
debt. 
It would, moreover, be futile again to dis- 
cuss at the present moment the legality and 
the opportuneness of the measures of con- 
straint taken by the Powers and by the Paris 
and Brussels Cabinets when they are on the 
eve of producing the expected results,

CASE REMITTED TO QUARTER 
SESSIONS. 


In an action for damages for breach of 
promise, in which Mary McAuley, of Boyanna, 
Moate, Westmeath, is plaintiff, and Patrick 
Byam farmer, of Killegehan, Moate, is de- 
fendant, 

Mr. Geoghegan (instructed by Mr. D. J. 
Hannon); moved on behalf of the defendant 
for an order remitting the action for trial to 
the Quarter Sessions at Moate.

The plaintiff had sworn an affidavit in reply, 
in which she said the defendant’s statements 
were inaccurate and misleading, and added: 
‘‘In the month of March, 1922, the defendant 
sent & farmer named Michael Heagney to me 
with a verbal message expressing de- 
fendant’s desire to marry me. [I replied 
that I would give an answer after 
consulting my father. My father 
having consented to the marriage, the de- 
fendant arranged a meeting to discuss family 
affairs. The meeting having come off between 
the defendant and myseli, and as matters 
relating to defendant’s circumstances seemed 
satisfactory, I accepted the defendant’s offer 
of marriage, and declared that I was ready 
to become his wife, with £200 cash, to be 
received from my father, as my fortune. With 
this the defendant expressed his entire satis- 
faction, and intimated that when my prepara- 
tions were made a time would be fixed by him 
for the marriage ceremony. 

Proceeding, the plaintiff said that the de- 
fendant failed to keep an appointment that 
he made to go with her to Athlone to buy 
the wedding ring, and when asked for an 
explanation he alleged that he could get a 
girl for £300, as well as one with . 
(Laughter.) On acconunt.of the defendant's 
failure to keep appointments, the plaintiff's 
father reminded him on February óth thaí 
her fortune was £200, and would be available 
on op before the day: of marriage, with which 
the defendant expressed his satisfaction. The 
defendant told Father Meehan, C.C., Moate, 
that he would not marry her without £300. 
Father Meehan informed the defendant that 
the plaintiff could bring an action against him, 
and he replied that he did not care.
